1. Applicant's Response to Office Action, received 26 October 2010, is acknowledged. 
Claim 1 has been amended. 

2. Claims 1-41 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Maintained 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 10-14, 17, 18, 22-29, 35, 36 and 41 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Gribbon et al (1996), is withdrawn in light of the claim 
amendments. 

4. The rejection of claims 3-9, 15, 16 19-21, 30-34 and 37-40 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite, is withdrawn. 

Conclusion
